The Creator’s Masterpiece 





§| ET us rise on the wings of faith to that immortal country 
where God Himself is the infinite reward of the just and 
renders to every man according to his works. What shall 
we behold? The thrones of pontiffs, martyrs, apostles, 
prophets, patriarchs, and our eyes will contemplate with 
delight, with ecstasy, that vision of grandeur and glory. But in vain 
shall we look for Mary there. Let us, then, go still higher, — even 
up to the choirs of angels, the cherubim, the seraphim, and all those 
“thousands of thousands” of pure spirits who shine before the Holy 
of holies like changeless suns. Is it there that the Virgin by excellence 
enjoys her beatitude? No, no; higher, higher still. Above angels 
and archangels, above cherubim and seraphim, near the throne of the 
glorified Man-God, another throne will meet our dazzled eyes, another 
throne lower only than that of Jesus, and loftier than those of all 
the heavenly powers. Upon that throne rests a daughter of Eve 
invested with glory only less than that of Jesus, but richer, more 
entrancing than that of even the highest angels of the heavenly hier- 
archy. It is the most Blessed Virgin, the Creator’s masterpiece, the 
Queen of heaven. 

“She is, in fact,” says St. Epiphanius, “above all beings, God 
alone excepted.” “Her dignity as Mother of the Creator,” says St. 
John Damascene, “makes her the Queen of all creatures.” “She who 
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is entitled to call God her Son,” exclaims St. Bernard, “must neces- 
sarily be superior to all the choirs of angels. Ah! do homage, ye 
heavenly spirits, to the Mother of your Divine King, ye who adore 
the blessed Fruit of our beloved Virgin’s womb!” “Jesus,” says St. 
Antoninus, “has placed upon her head a diadem of glory and magni- 
ficence, which makes the angels themselves subject to this divine 
Queen.” 

Joy floods the heart of every true Christian when contemplating 
Mary’s triumphal entrance into heaven. This great mystery has in- 
spired artists and sculptors to vie with one another in expressing visibly 
what the human heart can but faintly conceive, and has made the saints 
eloquent in Mary’s praises. But among them all, perhaps none has 
spoken more sweetly and touchingly than St. Bernard, the seraphic 
lover of Mary, from whose love-glowing heart welled the Memorare, 
the cry of confidence irresistible to Mary’s Heart. 

In speaking of the Assumption of Mary, St. Bernard exclaims: 
“On this day the glorified Virgin entered heaven and crowned by her 
presence the holy joys of its inhabitants. But what mind can conceive 
the glory with which the arrival of the Queen of the World was cele- 
brated by the brilliant heavenly hosts, their advance to greet her, 
their chanting as they led her to the magnificent throne? Who can 
fancy the tender gaze, the loving countenance, the Divine caresses with 
which she was welcomed by her Son and placed over all created beings, 
honored as became such a Mother, with the glory that became such 
a Son? What lips can describe the Assumption of Mary? As upon 
earth she, before all others, received special grace, so in heaven she, 
before all others, receives special glory. If eye hath not seen nor 
ear heard, if it hath not entered into the heart of man to know the 
delights that God has prepared for those that love Him, who shall say 
what is prepared for her who bore Him and loved Him more than 
all! Oh, blessed art thou, Mary! Most blessed wert thou when thou 
didst receive the Savior; most blessed art thou, when the Savior re- 
ceives thee!” 

“My Lady most holy,” exclaims St. Ephrem, “Mother of God and 
full of grace; most blessed and most pleasing to God, vessel of the 
Divinity of thy only Son... All-pure, all-immaculate, all-stainless, 
all-undefiled, all-worthy of praise, all-blessed... Spotless robe of 
Him who clothes Himself with light as with a garment. My most holy 
Lady, Mother of God and full of grace: glory of our nature, dispensa- 
trix of all good things; after the Trinity, Mistress of all; after the 
Paraclete, another consoler; and after the Mediator, Jesus Christ, the 
whole world’s Mediatrix; unsearchable abyss of God’s goodness; 
protection of the whole universe; fulness of the graces of the Trinity, 
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holding as it were second place after the Trinity; bridge of the whole 
world, leading us to the heights of heaven; key introducing us to 
heaven. O thou our Patroness, behold my confidence!” 


Rejoice, Venerate, Implore 

On the solemnity of the Assumption of the Blessed Virgin Mary, 
we should: — 

lst: Rejoice because of her glorious Assumption and exaltation. 

2nd: Venerate her as our Lady and our Advocate with her Di- 
vine Son. 

3rd: Implore her to obtain for us from God the grace to live a 
holy life and to prepare ourselves for death in such a manner that we 
may be worthy of her assistance and protection and of a participation 
in her heavenly glory. We can best merit the protection of the most 
Blessed Virgin Mary by imitating her virtues, especially her purity 
and humility. 

The holy Abbot Theodore joyfully exclaims: “O sublime and 
splendid solemnity! O Mother of Light, who art now soaring above 
the clouds and in joyful exultation and triumph art now in heaven! 
Bless, O illustrious Mother of God, from thy exalted heights, the earth 
which thou hast left behind!” 





‘“‘My Heart is Ready!’’ 





| HE glorious Assumption of the Blessed Virgin Mary has 
been commemorated annually since the early centuries 
of Christianity. Holy Church has distinguished this 
feast with an octave: that is, for eight days she com- 
memorates in her prayers the joyful Assumption of the 
Blessed Virgin Mary into heaven. What the feasts of Christmas, 
Easter, the Ascension and Corpus Christi are in relation to the life 
of our Lord, that the feast of the Assumption is among the feasts of 
His holy Mother. It is our Blessed Mother’s day of greatest triumph. 
On this day she received from the hand of the Blessed Trinity the 
crown and sceptre constituting her the Queen of all the angels and 
saints, and by her all-powerful intercession she became the Mediatrix 
between heaven and earth. 

Can any soul who truly loves Mary and wishes to serve her faith- 
fully, fail to celebrate this feast with glowing fervor and to prepare 
for it in a worthy manner? Preparation before the great feasts of 
Holy Church by devout servants of God led Divine Mercy to grant 
them special graces. With souls purified by penance and prayer,

they could exclaim: “My heart is ready, O God, my heart is ready! 
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In return, their souls were inundated with heavenly graces, often 
with sweetest consolations. 

St. Elizabeth, Queen of Portugal, lived on bread and water for 
forty days in preparation for this feast, as did also St. Peter Celestine 
and St. Francis of Assisi. King St. Robert always fasted on the eve 
of the Assumption, spent the night in prayer, and did not take any 
rest until after having received Holy Communion. 

Blessed John Bernard, the founder of “The Priests of Mary,” 
during the eight days preceding this feast prepared himself by little 
practices of piety, and as often as he heard the clock strike, he would 
greet the Blessed Virgin with an Ave and add: “Trahe me post te, 
sancta Mater! — Draw me after thee, holy Mother!” 

St. Hyacintha Marescotti had seven pictures of Our Blessed Lady 
before which she burned candles and had many Holy Masses offered. 

Blessed Benigna Maria prepared herself for this great festival 
by fasting and praying for fourteen days. She was privileged to see 
the Blessed Virgin on this feast and to receive many wholesome ad- 
monitions from her lips. 

St. Maria of Toledo, although very young, longed for death that 
she might be united to Mary. On the eve of the Assumption she be- 
came seriously ill. Lying on her bed of pain, the saint beheld in 
vision the Blessed Virgin with a host of saints, and, overcome with 
love, exclaimed in tender accents: “Oh, Mary! I am unworthy, but 
do thou obtain for me the grace to die at the same hour in which 
thy soul was taken up into heaven!” Mary replied: “I will obtain 
this grace for you, and you shall also hear the songs of praise which 
the angels sang at my glorious Assumption into heaven.” 

The saint spent the entire day in making acts of love to Jesus 
and Mary and received Holy Viaticum in preparation for her depar- 
ture. On the following morning, when she heard the church bells 
ring, she cried out joyfully: “This is the hour in which the Blessed 
Virgin was exalted above all the choirs of angels! Away, servant; 
follow thy Mistress!” With these words she breathed forth her soul 
and joyously accompanied the Blessed Virgin Mary into heaven. 

St. Gerard Majella was accustomed to make a novena in prepa- 
ration for this feast, during which he performed rigorous penances. 
He spent the night preceding the feast in church, before the Most 
Blessed Sacrament, conversing with the holy Mother of God. 

To St. Gertrude, the Blessed Virgin made known how pleasing 
such preparations are to her and how she rewards them. On the feast 
of the Assumption, when the sisters were receiving Holy Communion, 
the saint saw the Blessed Virgin stand at the right hand of each sister 
who had worthily prepared herself for the feast, covering her with 
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her mantle and imploring her Divine Son to look with complacency 
upon this soul. Our Lord graciously heard His Blessed Mother’s 
petitions and lavished His graces upon these virgins. 

Let us, in imitation of these saints, try to prepare ourselves 
worthily for the feasts of Our Blessed Mother and celebrate them with 
all possible fervor. Let us, like the saints, ask her during those days 
of preparation to detach our hearts from all earthly things, to fill 
them with heavenly desires, and to obtain for us from her Divine 
Son a happy hour of death. 





Symbolism of the Burning Candle 


The burning candle typifies our Divine Savior, the Light of the 
world, who was consumed by His love for men; but only candles of 
purest beeswax are recognized by the Church as being types of our 
Lord. The glowing flame represents His Divinity; the candle itself 
is the symbol of His human Nature; the wax, the work of virgin bees, 
represents His purest Body, and the wick, His Soul. 

From the early ages of Christianity, the honey bee has been re- 
garded as a type of virginity. She gathers and forms the wax from 
sweet-smelling blossoms and buds. The pure wax, therefore, as the 
fruit of virgin bees and fragrant flowers, is an excellent symbol of the 
most pure Flesh which the Son of God assumed in the bosom of the 
spotless Virgin, which was filled with the sweet odor of all graces and 
virtues. By its sweet smell, the wax candle also symbolizes the ‘“‘sweet 
savor”’ of Christ, the fullness of grace and virtue, the infinite holiness 
of Jesus Christ. 

How pleasing it must be to the Heavenly Father to see His be- 
loved Son in the Sacred Host surrounded by these glowing symbols, 
which, as they steadily consume themselves as victims of sacrifice, 
represent to Him also that perpetual sacrifice which Jesus makes of 
Himself upon the altar. 

Petitions which ascend to His heavenly throne in the form of a 
burning candle united with the holocaust of His Divine Son upon the 
altar, cannot but move the Heavenly Father to bestow His blessings in 
abundant measure upon those who thus seek His graces. Candles 
burned before the exposition throne of Jesu Hostia in our adoration 
chapel have secured many blessings, both spiritual and temporal, from 
His merciful and bountiful Heart. 

From Chicago: ‘Some time ago I wrote and asked you to burn a 
candle before the Most Blessed Sacrament, to decide a location for a 
studio. I must say it was answered, for ours is the most beautiful in 
Chicago. ..I enclose an offering for a candle to burn in thanksgiving.” 

Andale, Kans.: “Please burn a candle again. It has always 
helped.’”’

Third Prayer after the Consecration 


4|E most humbly beseech Thee, Almighty God, to command 
these things to be carried by the hands of Thy holy angel 
to Thy altar on high, in the sight of Thy Divine Majesty, 
that as many as shall partake of the most sacred Body > 
and Blood > of Thy Son at this altar may be filled with 
every heavenly blessing and grace. Through the same Christ our Lord, 
Amen. 

This prayer contains a mysterious request: that God may cause 
our offering to be carried by angels to His altar on high, in the presence 
of His Divine Majesty, so that by partaking of the sacrificial food we 
may be filled with heavenly blessings. There is no material altar in 
heaven, because there is no real sacrifice, as on earth. Our Divine 
Savior forever stands before the face of God as our High Priest, pre- 
senting to Him His Wounds and His bloody death, in order to implore 
grace and mercy for us. In like manner, unceasing sacrifices of praise, 
thanksgiving, atonement and petition rise from the Heart of the Blessed 
Mother and from all the angels and saints to the Triune God. The 
Hearts of Jesus and Mary, glowing with love, therefore, constitute the 
“altar on high” upon which the most perfect sacrifice of praise is 
uninterruptedly offered to God. 

When the Church asks that “our sacrifice may be carried to the 
altar on high in heaven,” she seeks to unite it with the Divine praise 
in heaven; she entreats God to permit our poor, imperfect worship to 
become part of the Church Triumphant, so that by this union may be 
supplied whatever our sacrifice lacks in perfection, and that all the 
faithful who receive Holy Communion at this Mass, either really or 
spiritually, may share in the fullest blessing of heaven. Our faith 
in the Communion of Saints is beautifully expressed in this prayer, 
and by the kiss which the priest here imprints upon the altar stone 
where the relics of the saints repose. 
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It is certain, according to Christian tradition, that angels are present 
around the altar assisting at the celebration of Mass. Some of the Fathers 
make reference specially to angels commissioned to carry our prayers

and sacrifices before the throne of God. Tertullian inculcates rever- 
ence in church “before the face of the Living God, while the angel of 
prayer is standing there.” St. Ambrose writes that we cannot doubt 
that “an angel assists” when Christ is sacrificed on the altar. St. Thomas 
mentions an angel assisting at the Divine Mysteries; and in this prayer 
of the Canon, angel is mentioned in the singular as referring to a 
particular angel. We are told that many saints and servants of God 
had a particular devotion to this angel without deciding as to his name. 
Some have thought that it is the Guardian Angel of the Church; others, 
that it is St. Michael, inasmuch as he is honored as the Guardian Angel 
of the Eucharist and of the Church Militant. 

Besides the guardian angels of the faithful who are present, thou- 
sands of celestial spirits from the higher choirs of angels assist at 
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Mass, reverently worshipping their Lord and God in this sublime 
mystery. It was revealed to St. Mechtilde that three thousand angels 
from the seventh choir, the Thrones, are ever in devout attendance 
around every tab-

careless petitions 
so full of distractions. It is fitting, therefore that we place our offer-. 
ings and our petitions in their pure hands, to be presented to the Most 
High, that He may receive them graciously and pardon our indevotion 
for the sake of the devotion of the celestial spirits with whom we 
associate ourselves. 

The actions of the priest and the signs employed by him during 
this part of the prayer have a mystical significance. The priest bows 
his head and inclines profoundly to signify the profound humility 
of Christ hanging upon the Cross and praying for us, and to signify 
also his own humility, by which, being impressed with his own 
unworthiness of so great a ministry, he implores that his prayer 
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and sacrifice may be presented to God by the angel assistant. 

The priest kisses the altar, by which is signified that Christ, hang- 
ing upon the Cross, enduring the anguish of death, ceased not to em- 
brace all men, for whose salvation He thirsted, in the bonds of charity. 
The many waters of His pains and sufferings could not extinguish or 
lessen His love for us. 

The priest makes the Sign of the Cross three times — once over 
the Host, once over the chalice, and once on himself; by which is 
represented that the torments which Christ endured in His Flesh and 
which He suffered in the effusion of His Blood, profit and always will 
benefit both priest and people to eternal salvation if only they embrace 
the Cross of Christ; for it is through the Cross that we are replenished 
with every grace and heavenly blessing. 

The moment of Holy Communion is approaching. At this sacred 
moment, heavenly graces are promised to those who partake of this 
most pure and sacred Banquet of the Body and Blood of Christ. How 
we must admire the dispensations of Providence in giving us this 
precious Food of our souls under the form of bread! “What is sweeter, 
more precious and more blissful than this Divine Food?” exclaims 
St. Thomas of Villanova. “The hungry person partakes thereof and 
is satiated; the needy receives it and has his fill; the depressed partakes 
of it, and is inebriated with heavenly bliss; the just partakes of it 
and becomes still more just; the devout penitent partakes of it and 
becomes purified; the infirm partakes of it and receives the grace of 
spiritual convalescence; the dying person partakes of it and takes 
with him the surest pledge of eternal life!” — Truly, it is the pledge 
of every heavenly blessing and grace! 

By the words concluding the prayer, Per eumdem Christum, etc. 
we are reminded of Christ upon the Cross in the sight of His Heavenly 
Father, enduring the reproaches, the blasphemies and opprobriums of 
men that He might enrich us with all spiritual gifts and graces. Let 
us, therefore, at this moment implore an abundance of supernatural 
graces and heavenly aid through our Lord and Savior Jesus Christ.

aj EHOLD the Sacred Host — the tiny Host! It is the Ocean 
KI into which all God’s gifts of grace and mercy flow. “The 
reason of all liturgy and ceremonial, the cornerstone 
of our entire belief, the greatest treasure we possess on 
earth and the hope of all our reward in heaven, is centered 
in this tiny consecrated Host which comes down on our altars and 
dwells in our tabernacles!” Behold peoples from every nation gather- 
ing on the blood-soaked soil of ancient Carthage! What strengthens 
the elite of the countries of civilization to endure the hardships of this 
journey, to live in tents on the hillside? It is the Host, the holy Host, 
the adorable Host, yet, withal, the tiny Host! 

Behold, again, the people of our own country with eyes turned 
toward a national gathering at Omaha, Nebraska. What is the center 
of attraction there? Again, the silent Host, the powerful Host, yet, 
withal, the tiny Host! What mortal tongue has words to pay tribute 
to the brilliancy of the faith and the ardor of the charity which these 
majestic meetings embody and express? On these occasions our Lord 
celebrates a triumph. The praise of the Eucharistic King is on every 
lip; from the lips of the child as well as the adult, it resounds lovingly, 
touchingly and sublimely. The festive hymn Lauda Sion echoes and 
re-echoes. The light of grace bursts forth from the tabernacles and 
penetrates the hearts of the faithful. Hundreds of thousands by their 
presence will give testimony of their faith in our Eucharistic God and 
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of their happiness in possessing Jesus in their midst. O happy children 
of the true Church, blessed with the Presence of Jesus Christ! 

And the purpose of these meetings? It is to extol the greatness 
of the Eucharist; it is to pay homage to the King of kings concealed 
under the lowly form of bread for love of men; it is to celebrate the 
truth, the grace, the power, the glory of the Eucharist. 


The Truth, the Glory of the Eucharist 


The Eucharistic Congress provides an excellent opportunity for 
public manifestations of faith and devotion to the Blessed Eucharist. 
The devotion and fervor of the zealous are thus intensified; the faith 
of those who have grown careless is stimulated. The hearts and minds 
of all become focussed upon the central mystery of immutable truth 
and all-abiding grace in the Catholic Church, and these impressive 
pageants of faith serve as public acts of reparation for the many 
shameful outrages committed against the Sacred Presence of Christ 
in the most Adorable Sacrament of the Altar. 

Apart from the glory of the outstanding demonstration of faith 
during a Eucharistic Congress, it also furnishes an occasion for deeper 
study of the sacred truths connected with the Blessed Sacrament. Ser- 
mons touching the great mystery of the Blessed Eucharist and the rich 
graces flowing from it are bound to stimulate the faith of our people;

Truly, too much can never be said of the Holy Eucharist. The 
Adorable Sacrament is such an abundant fountain that the more it 
flows, the fuller it becomes, and the fuller it is, the more it flows.

With a thousand times more justice may 
we also apply to the Holy Eucharist the words of St. Augustine in 
reference to the Blessed Virgin Mary, that all the tongues of men, even 
if all their members were changed into tongues, would not be sufficient 
to praise her as she deserves. 

True lovers of the Most Blessed Sacrament speak of it, praise it 
everywhere, in public and in private; whenever it is in their power, 
they try to enkindle in the hearts of others those ardent flames of 
Eucharistic love. The object, therefore of an Eucharistic Congress is 
to make Jesus in the Sacred Host more generally known and better 
loved. Our Divine Savior is ready to bestow innumerable graces 
through this Sacrament, which are lost in consequence of the ignorance 
and indifference of men. When the Most Holy Sacrament of the Altar 
is not revered and loved, faith will languish and the Church mourn. 
Let us therefore turn to the Sacred Host, the holy Host, the powerful 
Host. Pope Leo XIII called our age the age of the Eucharist. 

Ah, did we but realize the greatness of this Gift, would we not 
be overcome at the thought of God’s overwhelming mercy in permitting 
us to live in this, the age of the Eucharist!

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Keep the “Holy Hour”! 





3] VERY hour of our life should be holy, because we know 
neither the day nor the hour when the clock of our life 
shall tick its last second and we shall be called before 
the Eternal Judge. Every hour, therefore, should be as 
valuable to us as eternity. And since nothing unclean 
can attain to the beatific vision of God, we should be mindful every 
hour of the exhortation of Christ: “Be you therefore perfect, as your 
Heavenly Father is perfect” (Matt. v. 48). Every hour should be 
holy to us as a God-given period of time in which we are to work 
out our salvation. 

But this is not what is meant by the summons: Keep the “Holy 
Hour’! There is an outstanding hour in the life of souls striving 
for perfection which bears the name “Holy Hour.” It is of this hour 
we here wish to speak. 


Our Lord Himself Desires It 


It was the year 1674. St. Margaret Mary knelt before the Blessed 
Sacrament exposed, in the seclusion of the convent church at Paray le 
Monial, France. Suddenly the holy nun, rapt in ecstasy, saw the Host 
in the monstrance expand into a glowing ocean of flames, and from 
the fulness of heavenly light Christ stepped forth and approached 
her. He showed her His wounded Heart and complained bitterly of the 
ingratitude of mankind. “Do thou, at least,” He said, “give Me the 
consolation of supplying for their ingratitude, as far as thou art able.” 

Thereupon our Lord Himself prescribed to His faithful servant 
the means by which she could give Him the desired joy, namely: 
frequent Holy Communion, Holy Communion of reparation on the First 
Friday of the month, and the “Holy Hour.” The first two requests 
of our Lord for the consolation of His afflicted Heart have, in the 
course of time, become universal among Catholic people. The prac- 
tice of the “Holy Hour,” however, is being taken up more slowly. 
Perhaps since it demands greater sacrifices, it will remain the pious 
privilege of but a select few. Yet, can not this select number be in- 
creased? Will not the spark become a flame and the flame a great 
conflagration when once we realize why God approaches us as one 
in need of consolation and begs for our atoning sympathy? 

Have you ever considered well the complaint: “Great as the sea 
is My sorrow, and I looked about to see if there be any that would 
comfort Me, but I found none”? This lamentation and longing for 
consolation which our Lord already expressed by the lips of the pro- 
phets of the Old Law, He now repeats to His faithful servant at Paray 
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le Monial. And that she, and through her, Christendom, may know 
how to offer Him this consolation, He asks of her this faithful guard 
of love, the “Holy Hour.” 


Spirit and Purpose of the Holy Hour 


In further visions, St. Margaret Mary received minute directions 
concerning the keeping of the “Holy Hour.” “Every night between 
Thursday and Friday,” 

said our Lord, “I will 

make thee share in that 

mortal sadness I was 

pleased to feel in the Gar- 

den of Olives.

Therefore, the “Holy Hour” should be spent in the spirit of 
union of the soul with God. The spirit of the “Holy Hour” is un- 
doubtedly the spirit of atoning and sympathizing love, which is indeed 
the underlying spirit of the entire devotion to the Sacred Heart. 

Father Matheo, the great apostle of the Sacred Heart in our time, 
has, besides the work of the Enthronement of the Sacred Heart, the

aim of which is to win every Christian home to the reign of Christ, 
also taken up in his plan of campaign the phase of consolation and 
reparation, which is to find its fulfilment in the “Holy Hour.” Through 
him, the number of atoning souls has grown to a mighty band in the 
last ten years. The flame has already kindled a great fire. His un- 
shaken confidence in the noblemindedness of the good has even suc- 
ceeded in establishing the “Holy Hour” as a family devotion. By this 
devotion, the members of a family bind themselves alternately to 
keep the holy watch of atonement during the night between Thursday 
and Friday (or any other night of choice) before an image of the 
Sacred Heart erected in the home. 


The Reign of Hatred 


All epochs of time have had their own specific sin with which they 
burdened the world’s conscience. But there has been no epoch of 
time as laden with crimes as our own, intent on blotting out religion 
and deriding and insulting God in the person of Christ. The sins 
committed by the people of past centuries were perhaps largely the 
consequence of ignorance or moral weakness; but the sins committed 
by modern mankind proceed for the most part from hatred, which, 
as it were, raises its clenched fist toward heaven and cries: “Non 
serviam! —I will not serve!” 

As the Saint of Paray le Monial saw the vision of Christ, in which 
the agony on Mt. Olivet with its frightful tortures was vividly renewed, 
so Father Matheo sees, without ecstasy, the vision of sin, the organized 
and conscious hatred of God prevailing in our days; the storm against 
God, and Christ, His Anointed. This hatred is so evident that no fair- 
minded person in the world today can be blind to it. Time and again 
it has raised its diabolical head to strike at the God of Truth and Love. 

Ah, ‘well did the Jacobites know at what they were aiming, when, 
during the French Revolution, they placed the figure of a woman upon 
the altar of Notre Dame in Paris and called it the “Deesse Raison — 
the Goddess of Reason.” Time destroyed the image, but the hatred 
remained; yes, gliding down through the years, it grew into an av- 
alanche and its creed embraces all the ungodliness of our days. 

The five thousand Freemasons in Genoa knew what they were doing 
when they cried out in their assembly: “Live, Satan!” 

Calles knew what he wanted and what his officers were doing when 
they held orgies in the plundered churches of Mexico, took the Sacred 
Hosts from the tabernacle, and mockingly ate them with sardines. 

Russia knows what she is doing when her leaders designate reli- 
gion as opium which must be withdrawn from the people at any cost: 
therefore the memorial of Judas Iscariot at Iwangerod, the abolition 
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of Sunday, the decree that the holy Names, God, Christ and Jesus are 
henceforth to be written with small letters in the Russian orthography; 
therefore, Christmas without a crib, without lights, but instead, the 
circulating of leaflets which cry out the creed of hatred to the world. 

The young man who thus addressed a Catholic priest was but 
voicing the widespread sentiments of anti-religious bigotry: As a man 
you are dear to me, Father; but as a priest I hate you, for I detest 
everything that savors of God and the Church. 

The “Friends of Children” know, too, what they wish to accom- 
plish in the soul of the child: They wish to make of our children 
“independent” men who will not bow to the commandments of God! 


A Timely Summons 


Thus do the altars of hatred daily send their black fumes heaven- 
ward from all the ends of the earth. Never was hatred as rampant in 
the world as it is today; never did its spirit tower so high in public 
as in our time. Never (in a mystical sense) did the Heart of God 
palpitate with pain as it does today. Never, no, never, has our Lord 
had greater cause to lament than He has today: “Great as the sea is 
My sorrow!” Never more timely, therefore, than today, has been the 
summons: Keep the “Holy Hour”!

Mary’s Assumption as Spent by Two Missionaries 


may] N every country to which heroic souls have carried the 
message of the holy Gospel (Ireland alone excepted), the 
blood of the missionaries has been the fructifying seed 
from which numberless Christian communities have 
sprung, after witnessing the inviolable fidelity and con- 
stancy of these sacrificial souls. Thus it was at the time 
of the bloody Sacrifice on Calvary; thus it will ever be, till the number 
of the elect shall be complete and all hearts yield to the sway of the 
one true Shepherd. This is beautifully illustrated by the following 
incident: — 

Burning with zeal for souls, a young missionary begged leave of 
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his bishop to go to a remote district in Japan, where previous attempts 
at evangelization had failed, to make another effort to win the hearts 
of these people to the faith of Christ. Because of the poverty of his 
diocese and his inability to lend financial support to such a venture, 
the bishop at first hesitated to let him go, but finally yielded to the 
earnest entreaties of the zealous priest, trusting in the help of our 
Lord who Himself had sent His apostles to preach the Gospel ‘‘without 
scrip or baggage.”’ 

After some weeks of great inconvenience and hardship in travel- 
ing, and much unkindly treatment, the priest arrived at his destination. 
Though his slender funds were well nigh exhausted, and the people 
assumed a hostile attitude toward him because they recognized him as 
a priest, his faith and hope were not diminished. His knap-sack still 
contained some altar breads and a supply of wine, and as long as he 
could offer Holy Mass, what need had he of any other consolation? 

The region in which the missionary found himself was not unin- 
habited; besides the natives, some Europeans had also settled there. 
He greeted them in their native tongue, but to his dismay they com- 
pletely ignored him. Finally, realizing that he could expect no shelter 
from the people, the poor missionary made himself a sod hut under a 
tree at some distance from the village. For weeks without bread, he 
was forced to live on roots, which he ate at the peril of his life, and 
shellfishes, which he had to eat raw as he had no means of cooking 
them. But it was even a greater torment for him to see the hard- 
heartedness of the people and the seeming fruitlessness of his constant 
prayers. 

Now and then one of the inhabitants of the village would approach 
him, address to him a few abusive words, and again withdraw. There 
was not a single individual — man, woman or child — who would have 
anything to do with him, much less listen to him; but he bore all 
patiently and hoped against hope. In time, however, the obdurate 
hatred and aversion of these people toward religion broke his heart, 
and fever and grief consumed his bodily strength. 

One day, just when things seemed most discouraging, the mission- 
ary was happily surprised by the arrival of a fellow-missionary whom 
his bishop had sent to investigate the conditions of the place. But the 
young missionary had lost his way, and when finally he arrived at his 
destination, his physical strength as well as his finances were almost 
exhausted. He was burning with fever, and begged for something to 
eat, but the poor missionary could offer him nothing except a few of 
of the shellfishes on which he himself had been subsisting. These 
fishes were large and repulsive looking; the mere sight of them filled 
the young priest with nausea and he was unable to touch them. Thus 
matters went from bad to worse. Soon both priests were worn out 
and ill, and death seemed imminent. 

The feast of the Assumption of the Blessed Virgin Mary found 
both missionaries lying on their hard pallets, consumed by fever. 
Feeling the end drawing near, the elder remarked to the younger: ‘“‘We 
shall have to die here; perhaps one of us could make a last effort to 
say Holy Mass and give Holy Communion to-his dying brother.” It 
was agreed that the elder priest should offer the Holy Sacrifice. So 
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weak was he from sickness and hunger that he had to pause again and 
again, and several times he gave up the hope of being able to finish 
the Mass at all; thus this true Mass of the Dying lasted for almost 
three hours. Finally the celebrant was able to place the Sacred Host 
upon the tongue of his dying companion and to finish the threefold 
sacrifice, in which both offered themselves with the sacrificial Lamb, 
Jesus Christ. 

After they had completed this heroic act of love, their souls were 
filled with joy, for they knew they had given consolation and atonement 
to the Heart of the Savior and were now prepared to meet their God. 

That same night, the young priest yielded up his soul to his 
Creator. Only with great difficulty could the elder missionary raise his 
hand to bestow upon him his last blessing and to nod farewell to him. 
When morning came, a few persons passed by. Seeing the corpse, and 
beside it the dying missionary, their hearts melted, and they hastened 
to the village to spread the report of this pitiable scene. The villagers, 
realizing what had happened, were finally touched by this heroic per- 
severance. They hastened to bring relief to the poor dying priest, 
treating him with the greatest kindness. 

At the place where Holy Mass had been offered, they dug a grave 
and interred the precious remains of the young missionary. Then they 
raised the sick priest in their arms so that he might bless the grave 
before departing. At his request, they even cut down a tree, made a 
cross of it and placed it at the head of the grave. Thus for the first 
time did the Cross of Christ appear on this pagan soil. 

As time passed, the village grew into a fair sized city. The Faith 
likewise flourished, numbering thousands of Catholics who were as 
faithful to the voice of their bishop as he was dear to their hearts. 
The remains of the young martyr were removed to a place of honor 
in the beautiful Catholic cemetery, and at his head was placed a plain 
white marble cross bearing the inscription: ‘‘Greater love than this no 
man hath, than that a man lay down his life for his enemies.’’ Often, 
at dusk, the bishop could be seen kneeling motionless beside the grave, 
sometimes for an hour at a time. And when, on certain festivals, the 
people gathered in the cemetery to honor the departed, they would 
assemble round the grave of the young martyr and beg their beloved 
bishop to speak to them. On these occasions he was so overcome with 
joy and admiration at the great things which the Lord had accom- 
plished that his countenance would become supernaturally illuminated 
and burning words would fall from his lips. How wonderful the har- 
vest he had lived to see: for this bishop was none other than the once 
cruelly forsaken and rejected missionary!

JOLY God we praise thy Name! These words of the 
familiar hymn of thanksgiving resounded four-hun- 
dred-strong on the site of our permanent Adoration 
Zea) Church a short time ago. Though we were still 
hesitating, when our last issue of ““Tabernacle and 
Purgatory’’ went forth, as to whether conditions justified our 
building the permanent Adoration Church at Mundelein, Illinois, 
this year, yet we have been so strongly urged to go ahead by 
experienced men who know the “‘signs of the times,”’ that in 
God's Name, the work has been started. His Eminence Cardinal 
Mundelein favored the community by himself turning the first 
spade of earth on the site of the future altar of exposition. 
General business depression makes material cheaper at 
present. However, we feel the burden keenly, as this project is 
being financed entirely by the Benedictine Sisters of Clyde, Mis- 
souri and Mundelein, Illinois. But we are confident that our 
Eucharistic Lord, in whose honor alone the new sanctuary is to be 
erected, will continue to move charitable hearts to aid us. We 
know our dear friends who have been contributing for the past 
few years toward this contemplated shrine of the Holy Eucharist, 
rejoice with us now that the work has at length been commenced. 
At the same time, we are happy to perform a work of charity by 
the very act of building. Employment is thus being given to 
many laborers, perhaps 75 percent of whom, fathers of families, 
would otherwise be utterly without work or wages.

is raised aloft by the priest and is exposed for the adoration of 
the faithful. The Holy Trinity, the Divinity personified, Re- 
demption, Sanctification and Eternal Life, the terrors and the 
joys of eternity — everything, Catholics behold and feel in this 
one great moment. Their bodies, their minds, are no longer 
upon earth; they are with God, as God is also with them. What 
Protestant minister can boast of ever having brought to his 
hearers, by his prepared sermons on morality, this vivid percep- 
tion of the invisible, this realization of that which no eye hath 
seen, nor ear heard, and which has never entered into the heart 
of man?”

OLY Scripture testifies that even the just man falls seven 
times a day. “There is no just man upon earth that doth 
good and sinneth not,” says the Holy Spirit (Eccl. vii. 
21); and St. James, in his epistle, tells us that we all fail 
in many things. How, then, shall we fare in the next 
world, who now stain our souls with innumerable venial sins! And 
how our poor brethren in the flames of purgatory must be longing for 
the time when they shall be purified from their many sins, their 
omissions, their negligences in the service of God and their apparently 
small offences, into many of which they have perhaps fallen through 
our fault! 

Not without cause does St. Augustine say that there is no man 
living upon earth who would not have cause to tremble if the Eternal 
Judge were to examine his life without mercy. All, even the just, 
would tremble, because even the purest soul is not without stain. 
Wherefore the pious author of the Dies Irae breaks forth into the 
lamentation: 





What shall guilty I then plead? 
Who for me will intercede, 
When the saints shall comfort need? 


Can any one who seriously ponders these words neglect to do all 
in his power to hasten the time when the poor sufferers in purgatory 
shall be cleansed from every stain and be admitted to eternal joys, 
so that when his own soul languishes in the prison of sighs, he may 
with confidence expect their help in return? 

Surius, the historian, in his “Life of Venerable Mary of Ornji,” 
tells of a.widow who lived in close friendship with this holy woman. 
The widow had two daughters who, thanks to the education they re- 
ceived at the hands of their pious mother, grew up rich in virtues 
and graces. Such was their purity of heart that their confessor allowed 
them to make the vow of perpetual chastity even whilst living in the 
world. Their quiet and retired mode of life was so edifying that it 
was the admiration of the whole parish. 

When the widow lay on her death bed, the venerable servant of 
God hastened to her bedside to console and comfort her. Entering into 
the sick room, she saw the Mother of God, tenderly caring for the sick 
woman and comforting her. However, she was awestruck to behold, 
on the other side of the bed, the hideous countenances of devils trying 
to gain access to the dying person by their cunning and wily tempta- 
tions. At that moment St. Peter appeared, bearing the Cross in his 
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hands, and the wicked spirits took to flight as if they had been struck 
by lightning. 

The pious widow died, fortified with the last sacraments and in the 
most beautiful dispositions. Her friend, the venerable Mary, assisted 
at the funeral, and again had the pleasure of beholding the Queen of 
Heaven, surrounded by holy virgins and singing the Vespers for the 
Dead. 

One would naturally conclude that this soul, so blessed with graces, 
and after such an edifying death, went straight to heaven. But ah! 
how dreadful are God’s judgments! Notwithstanding His infinite mercy, 
He cannot overlook one single fault, be it ever so small. After the 
funeral, while the servant of God was absorbed in deep meditation, 
the soul of the departed appeared to her and revealed that she had been 
sentenced to severe sufferings in purgatory because of certain small im- 
perfections of which she had been guilty. Frightened at the sight of 
her friend, whom she had believed to be already in heaven, the holy 
woman hastened to inform the daughters of the deceased of her vision. 
Thereupon the three redoubled their prayers, fastings, almsdeeds and 
works of mercy in her behalf, until the soul appeared to them again, 
surrounded with heavenly glory. 

From this we may understand more clearly the strict justice of 
a most holy God and realize the necessity of trying to avoid even the 
smallest faults such as we commit so easily, not thinking that we shall 
once have to atone for them by sufferings and tears. And on the other 
hand, our hearts ought to be filled with sentiments of deepest gratitude 
and confidence in beholding with what fidelity and love the Mother of 
God watches over those who place themselves under her protection and 
serve her lovingly and faithfully.

The Value of Propitiatory Sufferings 


HERE are propitiatory sufferings which atone for the omis- 

sions of others; it is a suffering which gives a partici- 
pation in the salvation of their souls. In Theresa’s life, 
this expiatory suffering is revealed in a remarkable man- 
ner. She suffers much to prevent others from committing 
sin; she suffers much to atone for the sins of others, and she suffers 
much to shorten the torments of the souls in purgatory. 

This was perceptible at the time of my visit to Konnersreuth. 
During the entire Friday afternoon, she endured bitter sufferings in 
order, as our Lord told her, to obtain the deliverance from purgatory 
of a soul which had been suffering there for a long time. She was 
then to behold this soul leave purgatory and enter heaven. This actu- 
ally happened, I afterwards learned. 

Why must some souls suffer so long in purgatory, although many 
Holy Masses are offered for them and many indulgences gained for 
their deliverance? Wherewith one sins, therewith will he be punished. 
Whoever, during life, esteems Holy Mass and Holy Communion lightly, 
will suffer by having the fruits of Holy Mass applied to him sparingly. 
Then expiatory suffering for others is laid upon Theresa. Frequently, 
when she sees others sin, she offers herself to suffer in atonement. She 
says to our Lord: “I unite my sufferings to Thine. Thou mayest dis- 
tribute them to others so that all may love Thee!” The more sins are 
committed, the more she suffers. One night, during a carnival, she 
beheld the Savior sweating blood in the Garden of Olives. Near Him, 
as a side picture, she saw the world dancing and making merry, the 
women dressed immodestly, unmindful of the Cross and the Savior. 
Theresa suffered exceedingly for the sins of this night. 

In Konnersreuth, the dignity of the priesthood is visibly impressed 
upon one; the power of the priest’s blessing, his mission to renew the 
Sacrifice of the Cross in Holy Mass, to announce the Word of God, 
to administer the sacraments, and to save souls. The present time has 
need of a zealous priesthood. For no one is it possible to give as 
much pleasure to our Savior as for the priest. And in Christ, we 
priests have a kind Lord who rewards us superabundantly. 

In Konnersreuth, one may perceive, too, the results accomplished 
by sacrificial souls. Theresa feels a longing to offer her sufferings 
for priests so that all priests may become animated by a true spirit 
and that their labors may be crowned with success. She has been 
instructed to offer her sufferings for priests and for the salvation of 
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souls. Her mission is to suffer, to sacrifice herself, to die to herself, 
and to abnegate herself. With this intention she has dedicated her- 
self to the Sacred Heart as a sacrificial victim. Christian virgins living 
in the world and cloister should try to imitate this example. Many 
souls are saved by suffering, which supplements the priestly labors. 
In this sense the words of the Little Flower are to be understood: 
“More souls are saved by sufferings than by the most eloquent ser- 
mons.” To Theresa, suffering is a heavy cross; but it is likewise a 
special grace. To give pleasure to our Lord is her heart’s ambition. 
But the Savior is also her joy and delight, her longing and her hope. 

That is the opposite of sin, of the many offenses committed against 
our Lord at the present time. The following may explain this more 
clearly : — 

Sometimes when Theresa speaks of the sufferings of our Lord, 
she exclaims: “That is awful; I cannot describe it!” — This is the 
case especially when she beholds the scourging. Our Lord was stripped 
of His garments — He was tied to a pillar, His hands were drawn up 
high — He was beaten on all sides. When the Savior was loosened, 
He sank fainting to the ground in His own Blood. Afterwards He 
stretched out His hands for His garments, but He could not reach 
them, as the soldiers had derisively kicked them away. 

Dreadful also was the crowning with thorns. Pitiable it was in the 
night, after Caiphas had passed judgment upon our Lord, when the exe- 
cutioners fell upon Him, beat Him, spit upon Him and then pushed 
Him into a dungeon where He became very chilled. When Theresa 
witnesses these sufferings she likewise beholds the malice of sin. 
She shudders at the sight and longs to do something to please our Lord. 

On one Sacred Heart Friday while at Konnersreuth, I myself 
witnessed the following: Theresa suddenly, in the midst of her ecstasy 
of suffering, began to moan and weep in a blood-curdling manner. 
It was evident she did this from bitter sorrow, and it was altogether 
different from her usual behavior during her sufferings. The visitors 
at once became restless. Later I asked Theresa what had happened. 
She answered: “Today there were two infidel women in the room who 
had come to jeer.” Later I was told that these two women had given 
utterance to their scorn at the inn on the day before. But when they 
heard her wailings, they left, and remarked, while going down: “She 
must realize that we do not believe anything.” 

On the same day, five soldiers were present in the room during 
the last scene of her sufferings, when Theresa beheld how the legs of 
the thieves on the cross were broken and the Roman soldier pierced 
the Savior’s Heart. They were deeply affected at sight of Theresa, 
and departed in silence. 
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In conclusion, I should wish that all readers could experience 
what I did that same Friday afternoon. Theresa, in her semi-ecstatic 
condition, related how, on the feast of the Archangel Michael, she 
had beheld the fall of the angels. At first she saw and heard the 
angels praising God. Suddenly, Lucifer and six archangels and others 
were changed from spirits of light into spirits of darkness; then 
followed the downfall. “It was an overpowering scene,” she declared, 
in dialect. “I cannot endure to think of it, and if I may ask our Lord 
for anything, I beg Him not to let me witness this again. It is too 
terrible.” We urged her to tell us more, but she declined, saying: 
“IT cannot do so.” Until then, I could never quite understand why 
St. Ignatius, in his exercises, assigns so prominent a place to the medi- 
tation on the fallen angels. From this transformation we can form an 
idea of the wickedness of the devil, his envy, and his attacks upon the 
work of redemption. So horrible is sin,— so sublime is grace, — 
so frightful is hell,—so wonderful is heaven! And in the midst 
stands the Cross, to save mankind from hell and win heaven. Reflect, 
O man, whoever you may be: — your eternal salvation is at stake! 


Conclusion 


Thus Konnersreuth conveys a message from Jesus Christ, the 
Crucified, and consequently is a source of abundant blessings. It 
reminds us of the seriousness of preparing for eternity. It reveals 
the nothingness of this earthly life and its joys. It teaches much 
concerning the Communion of Saints. It lends a grave aspect to the 
life of the day. Truly, these are lessons needful at the present time. 

A piety, earnest and profound, is a requirement of our age. How 
different is the present time from those when the Cross inspired people 
to bring heroic sacrifices and spurred them on to the most arduous 
labors; when thousands, yes, hundreds of thousands, during the Cru- 
sades, put on the Sign of Redemption and marched to Palestine beneath 
the banner of the Cross to wrest the Holy Land from the hands of 
unbelievers. To pray at the tomb of Christ and to venerate the Cross 
was their cherished desire. Our age has grown materialistic. Public 
life is no longer guarded by the Sign of the Cross, and yet in it alone 
is salvation. Holy Church emphatically impresses upon her children 
the duty of honoring the Cross of Christ. 

Konnersreuth is a regular recurrence of the Good Friday scene, 
a constant admonition: “Behold the wood of the Cross on which hung 
the Savior of the world. Come, let us adore!” It is a looking up 
to Christ, the Lord, “the holy God, the strong God, the immortal God.” 
It is a struggle to offer consolation to the forsaken Savior. To the 
world today, Christ continues to speak from the Cross. “O my people. 
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what have I done to thee?” as we readin the Reproaches of Good 
Friday: “I gave thee a royal sceptre, and thou hast given Me a crown 
of thorns. I have exalted thee with great strength, and thou hast 
hanged Me on the gibbet of the Cross.” We wish to heed this reproach. 
We do not wish to belong to those who daily crucify the Savior anew. 
We wish to stand at the foot of the Cross with the Mother of God, and 
in the words of the “Stabat Mater,” pray: — 
“Let us share with thee His pain... 
Be to me, O Virgin, nigh, 
Lest in flames I burn and die, 
In His awful judgment day!’’ — 
O Mary, pray for me! 

At the last judgment, the Cross of Christ will appear in the clouds 
of heaven, and it will shine with radiant splendor. The numerous 
small particles of the Cross will again unite. Once more the Savior 
will manifest how much He suffered for each one of us. Then the 
nations of the earth will lament at sight of the Cross. Then every knee 
will bend that is in heaven, on earth and under the earth. Then will 
resound the hymn of praise: “Crux fidelis, inter omnes, Arbor una 
nobilis — Faithful Cross, noblest tree among all others.” Then will all 
rejoice to whom on earth the Cross was the source of salvation and 
blessing, praise and glory, the power and wisdom of God. 

With such reflections, we departed from Konnersreuth. When, at 
Waldsassen, I took up a paper and wished to read, it seemed to me 
as if I had come from a retreat and had to face again the nothingness 
of this earthly life. Then the word of the apostle of the Cross, St. 
Paul, took form in me: “I judged not myself to know anything among 
you, but Jesus Christ, and Him crucified” (1 Cor. ii. 2). 

To convey this Christian truth to mankind, sunk in sensuality 
and the passing things of time: this is the message from Konnersreuth.
